Britain Must be Beaten 


Won't Turn 
Back' in War 
Upon Greece 


Home— HV- Premier Mussolini de- 


clared today the European war 
must go on until England is anni- 
hilated, told his fascist chiefs the 
Italians must be prepared for "more 
severe" sacrifices and said he would 
"never turn back" in the Greek 
campaign.

"We have a million men under 


arms," he declared on the fifth an- 
niversary of economic sanctions 
against Italy which grew out of the 
Ethiopian campaign, "and we could 
call eight million more." 


II duce, in his first speech since 


Italy's declaration of war June 10. 
denied British claims that half of 
Italy's battleships were put out of 
action for a long time in an air- 
raid on the naval base at Taranto 
last week. He said only one war- 
ship was damaged so badly that she 
could not be repaired within a rela- 
tively short time, 


Speaking at his Palazzo Venezia, 


he listed Italy's losses In the Greek 
campaign as 372 dead. 1,081 wound- 
ed, and 650 missing, in the. first 10 
days of Greek war, and shouted: 


"They will be revenged, for what- 


ever happens. *I will never turn 
back." 


Mussolini declared Italy was turn- 


Ing out four .times more airplanes 
than before the war and said: 


Lands WarpUnes 


"In a short time, with mass pro- 


duction, our new types will be per- 
haps ahead and certainly equal to 
the most modern planes of other 
countries." 


In the British raid on Taranto, 


Mussolini acknowledged that three 
Italian ships were hit, but said 
"none was sunk and only one of 
them — as the bulletin of our armed 
forces announced — was seriously 
damaged and its repair will require 
* long time." 


"It is false, I say, that two other 


warships and two auxiliary vessels 
were sunk or hit or damaged even 
slightly in any way," Mussolini as- 
serted. "It is a sign of bad con- 
science. this enlargement and mul- 
tiplication by six of 1h« success 
which we acknowledged." 


Citing Italy's axis alliance, Mus- 


solini declared that "from day to 
day our collaboration with Ger- 
many is really comradely and to- 
talitarian. We arc marching side by 
side . . . Our identity of views, both 
for the present and for the future, 
is perfect. 


"My meetings with the fuehrer 


are only a consecration of this com- 
plete fusion of our conceptions." 


Assails Greece 


The three-power pact among Ger- 


many, Italy and Japan, develop- 
ments in the Danubian basin, as 
well as "the future position of 
France." resulted from those meet- 
ings, il ducc said. 


Turning to the war against Greece, 


il duce said th'e Greeks "hate Italy 
as no other people." although "the 
reason is a mystery." 


Greek foreign policy in recent 


years was based on this hatred, he 
charged, describing it as a policy 
of "absolute complicity with Great 
Britain." 


"It could not be otherwise," he 


shouted, "considering the king is 
English, the political class is Eng- 
lish and the bourse, in both a fig-' 
urativc and real sense, is English." 


Papers found by the German gen- 


eral sta»7 in France, he declared, 
showed Greece had offered the al- 
lies all its air and naval bases since 
last May.

Washington — W— The supreme 


court refused today to enjoin an 
American Federation of Labor af- 
filiate from picketing Chicago. 111., 
stores selling milk produced in 
another state. 


Justice Black delivered the opin- 


ion holding that an injunction could 
not be granted because the con- 
troversy involved a labor dispute. 
The opinion said th?t the federal 
Norris-LaGuardia act" limited the 
granting, of an injunction in labor 
controversies. No dissent was an- 
nounced. 


Violation by the labor union of 


the Sherman anti-trust act, prohib- 
iting conspiracies which restrain 
interstate commerce, had been al- 
leged, but Black held that the fed- 
eral courts did not have jurisdic- 
tion "merely because alleged viola- 
tions of the Sherman act are in- 
volved." 


An injunction to restrain picket- 


ing by a local of the milk wagon 
drivers' union was sought by Lake 
Vafley Farm Products, Inc.. a dairy 
which sold milk to vendors who 
in turn sold to the stores affected. 


Wisconsin Milk Involved 


The union said the litigation in- 


volved an "economic dispute over 
whether the Lake Valley company 
should sign a "union contract." The 
Lake Valley company, whose milk 
carne from Wisconsin, said it sought 
relief from acts "preventing the 
sale of cut-rate milk" in Chicago.

racy.

Not a Panacea, but Helpful 


A group of experts at Madison arrived 


at a thoughtful and valid conclusion a few 
days ago when they published a declar- 
ation that the composition of govern- 
ment is more important than its mechan- 
ics. Examining some of the problems of 
the cut-over counties in'northern Wiscon- 
sin, the committee decided that the ad- 
vantages frequently claimed for consolida- 
tion, and changes in the governmental 
structures in the up-state localities have 
been over-rated, and that 
the 
energy 


spent on campaigns to change the form of 


service* under existing arrangements. ' 


It is demonstrably true that many of 


the reformers of our local governments 
have put too much emphasis on the gains 
to be made by consolidations, changes, 
alterations of governmental .machinery, 
while ignoring the supremely important 
problem of finding competent men to run 
that machinery as it stands. 


But because 
consolidation programs 


may not be panaceas, we ought not over- 
look the fact that some obvious profits 
can be made by necessary changes. 


A case in point in Wisconsin is the 


rural school consolidation program start- 
ed last spring by the state school depart- 
ment. Reasoning that modern transporta- 
tion methods and other changes have made 
unnecessary 
the 
multiple rural school 


units our forefathers had to have, realiz- 
ing that a rural school cannot be a good 
school with only a handful of pupils, and 
proving that in scores of instances state 
and county aids were being wastefully 
spent, the state resolved to correct some 
of the worst situations. 


That program was suddenly suspend- 


ed during the fall election campaign, and 
since has been tied up in the courts. It is 
to be hoped that the legal wrangles can 
f-oon be straightened out, and that one of 
the most constructive educational pro- 
grams to be launched in Wisconsin in 
decades mav be continued. 


By People and by States 


Senator Lodge will 
find 
plenty 
of 


agreement with his proposal to amend the 
constitution by abolishing the electoral 
college. But he will find plenty of op- 
position, too. 


It would have been unjust had Mr. 


Willkie received the electoral college vote 
while Mr. Roosevelt received a four mil- 
lion majority of the popular vote. 
But 


the electoral college is not without its 
virtues. If we didn't have it the Willkie 
machine up in Vermont might return a 
majority of a million for its candidate. As 
it is, concentrated corruption cannot flow 
over the state line. The Huey Long ma- 
chine would have returned any popular 
majority that struck its fancy for its fav- 
orite but under existing conditions it could 
give no more than Louisiana's total of 
senators and representatives in congress, 
which is the vote in the electoral col- 
lege. 


A more unfair thing in our prevailing 


system is the absence of proportionate 
representation. Quite often 45 or 48 per 
cent of the people of a state are deprived 
of any voice in congress because the 52 
or 55 per cent elect all congressmen 
from that state. 


In setting up a system perfection may 


be aimed at but is never expected. A 
workable plan that insures majority rule 
in about 95 per cent of the cases and at 
the same time eliminates the effects of 
corruption is all that can be expected. 


Higher Taxes, Fewer Jobs; 
Lower Taxes, Bigger Deficits 


Matthew Woll, vice-president of the 


American Federation of Labor, declared in 
a New York address recently that the re- 
duction of taxes is imperative if business 
is to be stimulated beyond the war in- 
dustries. 
t 


At about the same time Mr. Willkie 


was declaring that taxes simply must be 
raised in this country and that the deficits 
must be reduced. 


Mr. Woll was repeating a proposition 


that all enlightened workers know, that 
is, that labor is bound to get less of the 
earnings of business as the government 
gets more. 


But Mr. Willkie was repeating another 


very sound theory of government, that 
deficits eventually devour and that waste- 
ful spending continues and increases un- 
leib ihe people are given a taste of the 
cost directly. 


Quite often conditions make it diffi- 


cult to apply rules that are sound and 
yet seem to act in hostility to one another. 


But even the fellow sitting in the cor- 


ner and wearing the dunce's vcap would be 
bright enough to suggest that the applica- 
tion of cither or both principles might 
be made possible by the inclusion of a 
third which says something about re- 
trenchment in public expenditures wher- 
ever safely possible. 


A Great String of Pearls 


The Smithsonian Institution has re- 


ceived from Kansas, of all places, a col- 
lection of pearls older and more unique 
than any the world knows.

when some irritant gets into the flesh of 
a mollusk. And the most curious thing 
about the Kansas pearls is that scientists 
say they are at least 100 million years of 
age. created when titanic dinosaurs were 
yplashmg and plodding and oysters were 
of a comparable size.

in

Washington—At Atlantic City today John L. 


Lewis will go through with his promise to re- 
sign as head of the CIO—but that will not end 
the bloody inner circle battling. It will merely 
begin a struggle that may split the CIO wide 
open. 


Crux of this civil war is who shall control the 


CIO: Lewis, plus his Communist-fellow traveler 
allies; or the big, pro-New Deal unions. The 
fight involves two separate prizes: (1) the presi- 
dency: (2) the executive council. 


Under the existing CIO set-up, each of the 43 


affiliates has representation on the council This 
means first, that the twenty litUe unions, with 
:ess than 25,000 members, mostly of reddish 
tinge, have a disproportionate voice in the 
council; second, that the council is too costly 
and cumbersome for frequent meetings, thus 
giving the president what amounts to a free 
land. 


John L. Lewis and his left-wing cohorts want 


:o retain this set-up. The anti-Lewisites are de- 
ermmed either to liberalize it or quit the CIO. 
RED PLANS 


The strategy of the leftists at Atlantic City 


will be a "draft Lewis" movement, led by Joe 
Curran, noisy Maritime head; Harry Bridges, 
pacific Coast longshoremen's boss; and Ben 
Uold, Communist president of the Fur and 
^eather Workers. 


In case the move to reinstate Lewis by ac- 


clamation fails, the strategy will be to elect a 
'compromise" or stooge as successor to Lewis, 
hus preventing any change in the executive 
council's organization. 


Lewis denies that he has any hand in these 


undercover plans. He-is keeping strictly aloof. 
>ays John L., and will resign in good faith. But 
his foes assert that he is working just as furi- 
msly behind the scenes to retain CIO control 
as he did in applying the screws to line up for 
Willkie. 


Some of the Red leaders darkly hint that if 
he anti-Lewis group gains control, they will 
bolt. If they do, it will save the amis the trouble 
if throwing them out, which they plan to do 
vhen they get in the saddle. 
4NTI-KED PLANS 


The program of the antis is (1) to oust Lewis 
nd replace him with an anti-Red successor; (2) 
to make the executive council an effective body 
by reducing it to six or eight elected members. , 


Leaders of the anti-group are R. J. Thomas, 


head of the Auto Workers; S. H. Dalrymple, 
president of the Rubber Workers; Emil Rieve, 
boss of the Textile Workers: and Sidney Hill- 
man, National Defense commissioner and presi- 
dent of the Amalgamated Clothing Workers. 


They are.determined to smash Red influence 


within the CIO once and for all, and to house- 
clean the network of hand-picked functionaries 
built up by John L. Lewis. The fight will be 
waged on the basis that unless it is won, these 
powerful leaders are washed up with the CIO. 


At least three of the big anti-Lewis unions 


have a quiet understanding that they will set up 
a new federation of their own if their plans fai 
at Atlantic City. 
MINERS' REVOLT? 


Meanwhile, Lewis is having a very storing 


time within his own United Mine Workers. 


Under its by-laws he is sure of re-election 


since nominations for president closed severa 
months ago, and he is the only candidate. Phi 
Murray, UMW vice president, was backed by 
several locals, but refused to enter the race 
against his old chief. • * 


This means that Lewis' $25,000-a-year-plus-ex 


penses are safe. But that isn't keeping the rank 
and file from talking revolt In scores of UMW 
locals in Pennsylvania, West Virginia, Ohio 
Kentucky and other miner states there is fierce 
resentment against Lewis' antics in the receni 
campaign. 


District leaders report pictures of Lewis be- 


ing draped with crepe and placarded with sign; 
reading, "Our lost leader," "he was a good man 
—once," "Goodbye. John." Privately UMW 
chiefs are worried that the smouldering revolt 
may adversely affect the crucial negotiations 
for a new wage contract with the coal operators 
next April Also, they are worried about their 
own scalps. 


Van A. Bittner, square-jawed head of the West 


Virginia UMW, expressed this bluntly to Lewis 
when John L. tried to bludgeon him into desert- 
ing Roosevelt. 


"All my captains are deserting me," Lewis 


barked bitterly. 


"I wouldn't pot it that way, John," shot back 


Bittner. "We've fought side by side for many 
years and now suddenly you are out of step with 
the rest of us. I'm for Roosevelt and I'm going 
to stay for him. And I'll tell you something 
else. If I tried to tell the miners in West Vir- 
ginia to vote against the president, that would 
mean the end of our organization in the state. 
They'd rip our leadership to pieces." 
CRACK IN THE SOUTH 


The Solid South was cracked in the recent 


election, but not by a Republican. It was the 
work of a Nashville, Tenn., Democrat, m the 
only hard-fought congressional battle in the en- 
tire South. 


Hero of the saga was J. Percy Priest, crack 


newsman of The Nashville Tennessean, who, 
running as an Independent, unseated two-term 
Representative Joseph W. Byrns, Jr., son of the 
late speaker of the House. 


Priest defeated Byrns although the distiict 


hadn't elected anyone but a regular Democrat 
since the Civil War. and although he committed 
the faux pax of failing to register so he could 
vote. 


Priest, however, had other strong advantages 


on his »ide. For man;* years he has been his pa- 
per's "good will" reporter, attending barbecues, 
fairs, graduations and civic gatherings. Prac- 
tically everybody in the district knows "Perec" 
Priest personally. Also, Byrns, first elected as a 
New Dealer, had chalked up a near perfect anti- 
Roosevelt record. 


Priest also made much of the fact that Byrns1 


speech against the draft bill had won thunderous 
applause from the Republicans. Nashville gen- 
erally is strong for national defense and FDR. 
So while Byrns won renomination, he found a 
real fight on his hands when Priest threw his 
hat into the ring as an Independent. 


Byrns sent out a frantic SOS to house col- 


leagues and Representative Sam Hobbs dashed 
up from Alabama to stump for him. But it was 
no go. Byrns was defeated in the onlj; Demo- 
cratic upset in the entire south. 


Note—Priest's constituency is known as the 


"Hermitage district," because it was the home 
of President Andrew Jackson, patron s-aint of 
the Democratic party. The new congressman is 
40 and unmarried.

State fisheries men have been sur- 


prised at the rate of growth achiev- 
ed during the last summer by speci- 
mens of a hybrid fish which the de- 
partment developed by cross-breed- 
ing northern, pike with 
muskel- 


lunge. The male northerns' were 
crossed with the spawn of female 
muskies. 


One planting of about 125 of the 


hybrids was made early last sum- 
mer at a small pond hear highway 
51 north of Woodruff, in the heart 
of the resort country. Three months 
later the pond was seined—and it 
was found that the 80 fish recov- 
ered had grown an average 
of 12 


inches in length. Four inches long 
when planted, they 
averaged 16 


when taken in the net. 


According to the fisheries men, 


the new variety is a handsome one, 
with strong markings similar 
to 


musky. Until they are a few sea- 
sons older, it will be impossible to 
determine if they will reproduce— 
and possibly be feasible for exten- 
sive propagation purposes for Wis- 
consin waters—or whether like ani- 
mal hybrids, they will be sterile.

In the northern put of Arizona a 


traveler may find one of the great 
wonders of Nature. It is known at 
the Grand Canyon. 


I have visited the Grand Canyon

Canyon the Colorado river flows. 
This important stream rises in the 
state of Colorado, and 
passes 


through Utah. Arizona and a small 
stretch of Mexico. It empties into the 
Gulf of California. 


In making the Grand Canyon, the 


river cut through layers of sand- 
stone, shale and limestone. 
Then 


it reached a vast mass of granite. 
and wore through this hard rock to 
a depth of more than two-fifths of 
a mile. 


The deepest parts of the canyon

The gorge is in some

Incubator Made by Appleton 
Firm Inspired in North Woods 


Inspired by the makeshift care 


of twins born prematurely in an 
isolated northern Wisconsin spot, 
an Appleton firm has developed a 
portable incubator for hospital or 
home use that daily is saving the 
lives of babies which arrive ahead 
of schedule. Marketed as a product 
of Burnadette LeRoy, R.N, Apple- 
ton, the Accli-Bator is considered 
just about the last word in incuba- 
tors. 


As a community service, Void's 


drug store recently purchased one 
of the incubators and it will be 
available for free use by any per- 
son or institution in Appleton. Af- 
ter an initial period of use at St. 
Elizabeth hospital where doctors, 
nurses and members of the staff 
will acquaint themselves with its 
operation, the incubator will be 
kept at Voigt's drug store and will 
be available upon request of the 
attending physician. 


£. D. LeRoy, Appleton, who to- 


gether with his daughter, Burna- 
dette,' conceived the incubator, says 
the need lor such a device was real- 
ized when a woman living near his 
northern Wisconsin resort 
gave 


Wrth prematurely to twins. The 
Barest incubator-equipped hospi- 
tal was 40 miles'away. The physi- 
cian 
placed the babies in shoe 


boxes and kept them warm in the 
cook stove oven. After making a 
todal call on the woman, Miss Le 
Roy, * registered nurse who gradu- 
ated from Passavant hospital in 
Chicago, related the story to her 
father. Raising chickens in a mod- 
ern brooder house as t hobby, Mr 
LeRoy remarked ''those chickens 
get better care than that." 


Ttc two set to work upon a mod- 


ern incubator and submitted it to 
doctors in Milwaukee. 
Machines 


were placed in St. Luke's and St. 
Mary's hospitals where they re- 
ceive rigid tests and constructive 
changes were made. It was finally 
offered 
for 
the market through 


established hospital supply dealers 
and today many hospitals in all 
parts of the United States are using 
the invention. 


Mr. LeRoy says "not so long ago 


it was an almost universally accept- 
ed fact that a prematurely born 
child held out a small chance of 
arriving at a normal, healthy child- 
hood. 
Nature had not completed 


its work and the child lacked resis- 
tance and stamina. It fell an easy 
prey to all the diseases of infancy 
and parly childhood. 


"Today," he continues, "the com- 


plete reverse is true. Medical au- 
thorities, hospitals and nursing as- 
sociations have given a good deal 
of attention to the problem. Maw 
foods have been developed, vita- 
mins brought under control and 
new and efficient apparatus for 
administering 
warmth, humidity 


and oxygen has been developed " 


Most hospitals are not prepared to 


meet emergencies arising from an 
unusual 
number 
of 
premature 


births because the old style, s'.at 
tionary incubators arc 
expensive 


and do not warrant installation tor 
only occasional use, Mr. LeRoy 
points out. When an emergency 
arises, it becomes necesary to resort 
to substitute devices such as baskets 
filled with water bottles and boxes 
heated with glaring light bulbs in 
which it is difficult to maintain 
high, even temperatures, he de- 
clared. 


The Accli-Bator. streamlined in 


appearance, meets this need at low 
cost, Mr. LeRoy* explained. 
The 


streamlining not only is for ap- 
pearance. It aids in the proper cir- 
culation of air from the electric 
heating element. Fresh air is taken 
in and impure air dispelled through 
a special vent. A transparent plas- 
tic window permits a complete view 
of the infant to study reactions and 
note changes. A side door permits 
easy access to the infant and pre- 
vents the escape of heat and mois- 
ture as in the case'of a top-opening 
door. 


Humidity is maintained b* a 


tube which, when dampened, will 
keep a relative humidity of 50 per 
cent for about 8 hours. The heat- 
ing element, which operates on 110- 
115 volt AC or DC current, takes 
cool air from the bottom and passes 
it up to the top like a furnace in 
the home. It has thermostatic con- 
trols. 
The incubator can be con- 


verted into an oxygen tent quickly.
